US. denies 
Jarring at 
impasse 


UNITED NATIONS. (Reuter)— The 
New U.S. chief delegate to the 
United Nations, George Bush, yes- 
terday rejected suggestions that the 
Middle East peace talks had reach- 
ed an impasse. 

At a press conference after he 
Presented his credentials to Secre- 
tary-General U Thant, Mr. Bush 
also indicated that the U.S. does 
not favour Soviet proposals for an 
emergency meeting of the Big Four 
to discuss Israel's refusal to make 
& commitment to total withdrawal 
from Arab territory. 

Mr. Bush said that the American 
position was still being formulated. 
“We are not prepared at this point 
to commit ourselves to any specific 
date or change of date,” he added. 


DECLINES COMMENT 

Mr. Bush declined comment when 
ἃ reporter asked him to confirm 
a@ report that the U.S. had tried 
to persuade Israel to delete from 
its reply to U.N. envoy Gunnar 
Jarring last Friday a sentence sta- 
ting flatly that the Israeli govern- 
ment would not accept in a settle- 
ment the borders that existed before 
the Six Day War. 

Asked ff he felt that a setile-~ 
ment on the situation by the Big 
Four now might impede progress 
in the J: talks, Mr. Bush sald 
that must depend on the nature of 
the statement. 

“We're going to avoid the ap- 
pearance and the substance that we 
are trying to impose something” 
on the parties, he said. 

Dr. Jarvi should continue his 
efforts while the Big Four tried to 
be helpful to him. The talks had 
already “come a long, long way — 
much farther than some of the scep- 
ties thought.” 

U.S. ‘OPEN-MINDED' 

Questioned about the possibie in- 
clusion of contingents from the 
U.S. and Russia ina U.N. peacekeep- 
ing force that might be cailed to 
oversee a settlement and reminded 
that U Thant has opposed the idea, 
which is favoured by Egypt, Mr. 
Bush said the US. was open- 
minded on this . 

“We are not writing off any ap- 
proach,” he seid. ‘We have no firm 
determination as to what this force 
should be. Nor would we try uni- 
laterally to impose our views.” 

At amother point, Mr. Bush said 
the U.S. planned to “keep our cool 
in the cheated up climate” of Middle 
East developments and to continue 
the search for a solution.

Dr. Jarring transmitted Israel's re- 
ply to Egypt's U.N. Ambassador, 
Mohammed el-Zayyat, on Sunday. 

According to informed sources, 
he did not submit the Israel text, 
but gave Dr. Zayyat an oral re- 
port. Dr. Jarring had adopted simi- 
lar procedure when presenting the 
Egyptian paper on a peace agree- 
ment to Israel. He is expected at a 
later date to give the texts to the 
sides simultaneously. 

The Israeli note, as reported, was 
addressed to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment — some sources say, to the 
President of Egypt. Egyptian dip- 
lomats have insisted that the re- 
ply must be addressed to Dr. Jar- 
ring and not to Cairo. It 1s not 
known how Dr. Jarring dealt with 
this conflict in submitting his oral 
report to Dr. Zayyat. 


U.S. REQUEST TURNED DOWN 

The “New York Times” ΤΙΝ. 
correspondent wrote yesterday that 
Dr. Jarring called in the Egyptian 
envoy after a delay in which the 
U.S. urged Israel to delete from its 
note rejection of the principle of 
total withdrawal, but Israel turned 
down these appeals. 

Israeli sources here dismiss the 

various reports, especially in the 
Israeli press, of U.S. “pressure.” 
Certainly it !s a word admitting 
too wide a latitude to be instruc- 
tive. Moreover, in its marrow con- 
struction, it defines diplomatic pro- 
cedures which U.S. officials are 
loathe to use, and certainly not at 
this stage. 
Judging from U.S. and Israeli ac- 
tions in the past fortnight, it would 
be more precise to say that both 
parties are reviewing their differ- 
ences and tactics for the steps 
ahead. 


BIG 4 MOVES 

The U.S. may choose to permit 
some movement in the Big Four 
designed to impress Israel. This 
could come in the form of a state- 
ment refe: to the November 
-22,° 1967 Security Counci) resolu- 
tion and the principle of with- 
drawal In the past, the U:S. has 
resisted such a move, advocated by 
the other three powers. 

At the same time, Washington 
would probably, at this stage, op- 
pose any action by the Security 
Council which could undercut Dr. 
Jarring’s role. In this, the U.S. 
would be supported by U Thant 
and the U.N. Secretariat, which 
have a large stake in the Jarring 
mission. 

The manner in which the U.S. is 
prepared to use the Big Four and 
the U.N. will become clear this 
week in two meetings of the Four 
and ἃ report on the Jarring talks 
due from U Thant.

Con artist shoots four 
dead in Swedish court 


SOEDERHAMN, Sweden (Reuter). 
+ A retired farmer pulled a gun 
in court here yesterday and shot 
dead his former fiancee, the court 
chairman and two lawyers — all 
the persons present in the room. 


The farmer, identified by police as 
62-year-old Gunnar Bengtsson, 
killed the four with a: pistol during 
discussion of his recent conviction 
as a confidence trickster. It hap- 
pened in the local district court in 
the heart of this northern Baltic 
port 225 kms. north of Stockholm, 
aud was described as one of the 
most sensational multiple killings 
in Swedish criminal history. 

Bengtsson was cornered by po- 
σα on the steps of a department 
store just outside the town two 
and a half hours after fleeing the 
courthouse.

The extent of his commitment may 
be measured by his remark that 
“with assistance from us and other 
allies the South Vietnamese have 
made their country the most drama- 
tic and concrete example of the 
Partnership principle of the Nixon 
doctrine.” This one sentence places 
the Vietnamisation at the very heart 
of the new U.S, strategy in foreign 
affairs that President Nixon is trying 
to fashion. 
The long message to Congress is 
essentially an explanation of the 
aims of and reasons for the Nixon 
doctrine, with Hlustrations of how it 
‘was applied in practice in 1970. It is 
based on the need to adjust te a 
situation in which the U.S. no longer 
has a nuclear monopoly or even over- 
whelming nuclear superiority, and in 
which it can‘no longer act as a world 
policeman. 

‘What Mr. Nixon has proposed is a 
new role for the U.S. which would 
reduce its burdens and encourage its 
allies to help themselves. His message 
to Congress recognises that the tran- 
Sition is a difficult and delicate one. 

“The Nixon doctrine," it says, “re- 
cognizes that we cannot abandon 
friends and must not transfer bur- 
dens too swiftly. We must strike a 
balance between doing too much and 
thus preventing self-reliance, 
thus undermining self-confidence.” 

In other words, the problem is how 
to reduce American direct involve- 
ment 
without appearing to retreat into 
neo-isolationlsm. What happens in 
Vietuam is evidently considered vital 
to the success of this awkward tran- 
sition. The message points out that 
“the way in which we set out to 
resolve. this problem has a major 
impact on our credibility abroad and 
our cohesion at home.” 


The Shah says he wants the 
islands for security reasons — to 
ensure that no one, particularly no 
‘Arab Power, could challenge Iran's 
‘position in the Gulf where the Shah 
claims the dominant piace with the 
departure of the British.

HAIFA. — 
HE freight rateg to and from 
Israel charged by the shipping 
conference are “reasonable” and the 
conferences’ service is generally 
“good and frequent.” This despite 


the fact that they enjoy a near. 


monopoly tn the transport of Israel's 
foreign trade, mainly due to poli~ 
tical reasons, such as the Arab boy~ 
δοίξ. 

This ig the conclusion οὗ a two- 
year study on the activities of the 
shipping ‘conferences serving Israel, 
compared to their service to ports 
in the neighbouring countries, The 
atudy was carried out by the Israel 
Shipping Research Institute, for the 
‘Ministry of Transport. 

The Ministry commissioned the 
study in view of the widespread 
belief that the conferences charge 
more forcargoesto and from Israel 
than they do to neighbouring ports. 
The findings of the 60-page report 
will no doubt cause some surprise 
in shipping circles. 

At ® press conference last Thurs- 
day, the Institute director, Dr. Naf- 
tall Wydra, noted that freight rates 
tor Israel's exports were generally 
more favourable than those charged 
for imports. He squarely blamed the 
importers themselves for this sftua- 
tion. He said the exporters, for 
whom a small difference in freight 
rates may price their product out 
of the competitive overseas merkets, 
had organized into strong groups, 
by trades, within the Shippers’ 
Council, and were thus in @ strong 
bargaining position vis-a-vis the 
conferences. 


Increases passed on 

‘The importers on the other hand, 
who were able to pass on higher 
prices to the local market without 
great difficulty, had not troubled to 
give the Council strong backing. 
Import rates were thus sometimes 
fixed on the basis of “what the 
market will bear." 

.He noted that his study had 
shown that individual importers 
were often more concerned at ob- 
taining ‘under the table” reductions 
in order to give them a more fa- 
vourable profit position compared 
to competing importers, rather than 
getting a general freight reduction 
for the whole trade, which they 
could do if they organised properly. 

He therefore called for streng- 
thening the Shippers’ Council which, 
with the full backing of all import. 
ers (in Europe leading importers 
actively work on the councils), 
would be in a strong enough posi- 
tlon to eHminate the ‘deviations’ 
upwards in freight rates which exist 
for some imports, notably building 
iron. 

On the other hand he strongly 
opposed any Government interven- 
tion in the free play between the 
conferences and the Council, as: such 
intervention ‘had not Proved itself 
anywhere πη the world, © 

Instead he proposed’ that the 
Council ‘strive for a written “under- 
standing” with the conferences, as 
is usual in Europe, with arbitration 
in case of disagreements. The Coun- 


ci] should, however, deal with rates 
in general only, while the individual 
traders should organize into section- 
al bodies within the Council, for in- 
dividual bargaining on specific com- 
modities. 

‘He also recormmended the estab- 
lishment of a freight investigation 
bureau, with recognition as an ob- 
jective research institute, whose task 
would be the constant examination 
of international freight rates. It 
would thus be able to furnish the 
information to all concerned, in- 
eluding the Government, and would 
act ΔΒ an natural regulator of 
freight rates, obviating large devia- 
tions from the intermational scale. 

Dr. Wydra noted that the Zim 
national shipping company, which 
carries over 50 per cent of the 
country’s overseas trade, enjoys a 
strong position on all conferences 
serving Israel, and has used its po- 
sition, partly thanks to public pres- 
sure, to keep freight rates at a 
reasonable level. But whereas its 
position is very strong it is not 


absolutely decisive, and Zim is thus - 


unable to dictate to the conferences. 

Dr. ‘Wydra noted that the Israel- 
Mediterranean route, on which Zim 
enjoys a virtual monopoly in the 
trade between Israel and the nearby 
Mediterranean ports, freight rates 
were rather higher, and for some 
commodities very much higher than 
those charged for ueighbouring 
ports, which he considered a direct 
result of the absence of competition 
on these Mnes. Nevertheless, some 
export freight charges to Trieste 
and Genoa are “reasonable” and in 
some cases even lower than those 
paid by our neighbours, a fact ‘he 
attributes to the strong organization 
of the exporters. He noted that 
despite the generally ‘higher prices 
charged by Zim on these routes, 
the company was not making a 
proftt on them.

‘The most modern Israeli plant in Ra- 
mat Gan differs little outwardly 
from the first Amsterdam -work- 
shop I visited when I went to see 
my diamond-polishing father at 
work, more than haif a century ago: 
But this ovoward similarity ig. “de- 
ceptive. In the course of the decades 
great strides" have been. made in 
improving the many technical uten- 
sila that serve the diamond worker, 
whether he is ἃ cleaver, cutter, 
sawer or ὃ polisher. ᾿ 

Half a century- ago handcutting 
was replaced by machine cutting, my 
mother being one of the three re- 
maining handcutters in the then 
principal diamond centre, Amster- 
dam. She practised her craft at 
home In a corner of the living 
room, cutting so-called “sand,” or 
gem stones so small that about 
500 weighed only one gram, sit- 
ting behind a big, ‘water-filled, round 


: bowl, which enlarged. the small 
stone several times.

A few years later the mechanical 
“dop” wou the battle with the sold- 
er "ἄορ." The Dutch name “dop” Is 
given to the metal utensil which 


. holds the diamond and is clamped 


to the front end of the “tang” — 
8 kind of metal or wooden arm — 
by means of a copper rod. By bend- 
ing or twisting the copper rod by 
hand, the surface of the diamond 
which is to be polished is brought 
into the correct alignment with. the 
“seaife,” the name given to the 
quickly rotating metal disc, or flat 
grinding wheel, which is the prin- 
cipal instrument used in diamond 
polishing. : 


Workers’ skills 


Many other improvements have 
been made in the “dop," the “tang” 
and the “‘scaife” but essentially the 
hand and the eye of the diamond 
worker and his individual skill re- 
main the most important element in 
diamond polishing. ᾿ 

When about a decade ago a group 
of Russian experts visited our coun- 
try in connection with setting up 
a diamond industry in the Soviet 
Union, one of them said that the eye 
and the hand were beautiful instru- 
ments but nowadays there were bet-

WASHINGTON, (Reuter) — A for- 
Mer army undercover agent said 
Jast week he became opposed: to 
counter-intelligence spying =on civi- 
‘Vans in tke U.S. when his chief 
opened a fife on Adlai Stevenson 
ΤΙ, now a U.S. senator. 

Jobn O'Brien told a Senate ju- 
diclary subcommittee on Constitu- 
tional Rights that the file was 
opened on Mr. Stevenson, then 
treasurer of Illinois State, after he 
was seen talking at a Democratic 
party picnic with a man involved 
in the late Dr. Martin -Luther 
King’s civil rights movement. 
“The Senate panel is inve: r 
the growing ‘threat to individual 
privacy in a series of Senate 
public hearings. Mr. O'Brien said 
he asked his superiors why the 
army was involved in spying on 
elvfians and civilian organisations. 

“Their reply was that these or- 
ganisations represented a direct 
threat to the internal security of 
this country and it was, therefore, 
the army's responsibility to pro- 
tect the people from this minority 
who were out to bring social 
change through violent means,” he 
said. 

But they could not differentiate 
between the radical οἱ jong 
and Uberal groups, Mr. O’Brien 
said. The Army intelligence men 
were unable to tell the difference 
between groups like the radical 
Students for a Democratic Society 
and the Quakers’ American Friends 
Service Committee, he claimed.

The' Baha’! faith is estimated to 
number about three million adherents 
throughout the world, and both its 
World Centre and Universal House 
of Justice are in Haifa. Yesterday, 
several dozen pilgrims from all over 
the world arrived to visit the holy 
shrines in Acre and Haifa.

Libel suit 
filed against | 
Lord Samuel 


One of the two men acquitted in 
1983 of the murder of Dr. Halm 
Arlosorov yesterday filed a private 
criminal libel suit against Ἐάν, 
Second Viscount Samuel; his pub- 
Usher, Keter (Israel Universities 
Press); and The Jerusalem Post. 

‘According to the sheet, 
Lord Samuel's book, “A Lifetime in 
Jerusalem,” accuses a Jewish, right- 
wing group called HaBiryonim of 
conspiring to murder Dr. Ariosorov, 
Dr, Judah Magnes, and Lord Samuel 
himself in the early ‘30s, The 
plaintiff, Zvi Rosenblatt, was accus- 
ed of actually shooting Dr. Arlo- 
sorov on June 17, 1933 — although 
the book notes that he was acquit- 
ted for lack of evidence. 

The Post was named 85 co-defen- 
dant because, on June 20, 1970, it 
published excerpts from the book 
entitled “Murder and the Mandate.”
